When Henry Mangles returned to St. 
Louis with the bride he had won in 
Germany he was taken by surprise and 
was pained when a deputy sheriff served 
the papers on him Informing him that 
he had been sued by his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Bernhardina Mangles, alleging 
that he had not kept his promise fo mar- 
ry her, and had wed another. Mrs. 
Mangies places her damages at $40,000, 
and her attorney.

Mrs. Mangles and her daughters live 
at 1012 Grattan street. Until a week ago 
they lived at 1549 Papin street, where 


oe | had lived ever since her husband, 
William Mangles, died, about six years 
ago. 

Henry Mangles kept a saloon at Four- 
teenth and Papin street, and in the 
years that he was there he accumulated 
a fortune estimated to be worth $150,000. 
The two branches of the Mangies family 
were always on close terms, and i.wo 
years ago Miss Grace Mangles, a daugh- 
ter of the plaintiff, and Fred Mangles, 
the only son of Henry Mangles, were 
married. Since the laws of Missouri do 
not countenance the union of cousins, 
thev went to Iowa for the ceremony. 

It was not long afterward that Henry 
Mangles is alleged to have proposed to 
the widow of his brother.

Then it was agreed, 
she alleges, that he should return to 
Germany and with his fortune prepare 
a beautiful home, where he would take 
his bride. 

He went to Germany and bought the 
handsome home. But meantime he had 
met another woman. He wooed and 
won her. Cards announcing the wed- 
ding were sent to America, and some 
of her friends told Mrs. Mangles that 
her brother-in-law was again married. 

Mrs. Mangles consulted Attorney Bra- 
den. It was agreed to sue when Man- 
gles should return to St. Louis.

According to Chief Lannon, the negro 
is betweeen 20 and 24 years old. He is 
5 feet 8 inches in height, weighs be- 
tween 130 and 150 pounds and has a 
birthmark two and a half inches long 
on his jaw. He has a four days’ 
growth of beard on his face. 


Chief Lannon told Night Chief Wilson 
that a reword of $50 was offered for 
the negro’s arrest. He said the posses 
had been searching for him all night, 
and had begun to fear that he might 
have escaped in the direction of St. 
Louis. 

The attack on the girls and women oc- 
curred near Valies Mines, about 7:50 
Monday evening. Mrs. Emaloy, who is 
es ea in Valles Mines, had accompa- 
nied the girls on a berry picking expe- 
dition. They were returning home when 
they were met by the negro, who is 
well known in Valles Mines. The two 
girls, who are daughters of Gus Moore, 
a well-known farmer, knew him by 
sight and were not ‘frightened at his 
approach until he confronted them in a 
menacing manner. 

He tried to seize Effie Moore and she 
struck him on the head with a berry 
bucket. The negro, enraged, picked up 
a stone and threw it at her. It struck 
her on the head, knocking her down. 

The negro then turned his attention to 
Lizzie Moore. In the struggle which en- 
sued her clothing was almost torn from 
her. 

Mrs. Emaloy, when the attack began, 
had run toward the nearest farmhouse 
calling for help. The approach of men 
frightened the negro aid he filed.

PARIS, July 31.—When the summer 
comes round, it is not only the Paris 
shopkeepers and the Paris restaurants 
and hotel ownerg who rub their hands 
and welcome foreigners to Paris. The 
Paris thief is ready for them, and his 
tricks are practically lmitless. 

Curiously enough, the modern brigand 
of the French capital, whose prey is 
the foreigner or the provincial, is com- 
paratively rarely a Parisian himself, 
but he hag lived some time in the Gay 
City, and he knows its by-paths and its 
ways. 

The simplest kind of him is the well- 
dressed Englishman who stands~ about 
the platform waiting for a train. The 
foreigner has failed to get a porter. 
He puts his luggage down while he is 
looking for his ticket, and the thief 
puts his luggage near it. Then he 
makes a mistake. And if there is any 


foreigner, on arrival at his hotel, finds 
that some stone, wrapped in old news- 
papers, are all that he hag brought with 
him by way of a change for the night. 


In the hotel itself—one of those huge 
caravanseries, where the guests are 
merely numbers and the servants do not 
even know them by sight—the unso- 
phosticated foreigner will very likely 
meet a well-dressed and courteous man 
on his way up or downstairs, in the lift 
or in the smoking room. 

The well-dressed man talks. several 
anguages, knows Paris well and suits 
his conversation. to the character of his 
victim. He, may :find out the number of 
his room and sack it. He may take him 
to the theater, show him Paris after- 
wards, drug him and empty his pockets 
first and h room during the evening. 
Or he may ‘take him to the races, and 
rob him expeditiously there. 


A Neat Theft. 


Rather a neat theft occurred in this 


way on the day of the Grand Prix. An 
Englishman, well known in society in 
London, had been in Paris for a few 
days, and, at his hotel, -had formed a 
slight acquaintance with a_ stranger. 
He met him at the racecourse, where 
the Englishman was with some friends. 
They talked about the races, and the 
Frenchman gave the party a tip, and 
offered to put their money on for them. 

“We shall never see our $25 again,” 
said one of the party, who did not trust 
the stranger. But when the race had 
been won, he appeared with their win- 
nings, and distributed them. Just be- 
fore the Grand Prix he asked his hotel 
acquaintance to back the English horse 
for him. 

“IT only want to put on $20,” he satd. 
But he could find nothing. smaller 
than a $200 note. “It is a nuisance,” 
said he, “I want to go back to Paris 
without waiting for the race. And, 
after all, I don’t know you, do I, te 
the tune of $2007’ 

The Englishman laughed and gave 
him $180 change. They never saw 
him again, and both the thousand- 
franc note and the smaller notes in 


which he had paid them their former 


winnings proved to be sham ones. 
About “Capt. Thomson.” 


But the clevest swindle of all of 
which I have heard this season was 
worked by an Englishman. A well- 
known theatrical manager of my ac- 
quaintance, on a visit to Paris, was 
astonished to see a man whom he 
knew well by sight and recognized as 
a member of the “swell.mob,”’ talking 
to a lady and her daughter, people in 
society. He took an early opportuni- 
ty of warning them against the man, 
but they laughed. 

“Capt. Thomson,” they said (this 
was the name adopted by the swin- 
Gler) “is a man of means. We have 
known him for some time. He occu- 
pies one of the best suites in the ho- 
tel, and, far from getting money 
from us, he has brought us money.” 
Little by little the theatrical man- 
ager discovered what ‘Capt. Thom- 
son” was doing. 

He had made the ladies’ acquaint- 
ance, and had actually proposed to 
the younger one. Every now and 
then, on his return from the races, he 
brought them small sums of money, 
which he “had taken the liberty of 
winning for them.’’ He recouped him- 
self by gambling with the _ ladies’ 
friends. and in the course of a few 
weeks he had made several thousand 
dollars out of two or three young 
men who, having been introduced to 
him by women whom they knew 
well, had no suspicion that they were 
in the hands of a sharper. 


Bogus Theater Tickets. 


But thieves and sharpers are by no 
means the only pitfalis awaiting the un- 
wary visitor to Paris. A tremendous 
trade is done here in bogus theater 
tickets, and it is very unsafe to take 
tickets for a theater or a music hall 
anywhere except at the official box of- 
fice. Outside every theater in Paris are 
men with tickets for sale, and even if 
the tickets they sell be, as they often 
are, perfectly genuine ones, the unoffi-

Lincoln and Schurz. 
Carl Schurz, as everybody knows, was 
a man of extreme conscientiousness, of 
the most upright motives, and eaten up 


with the zeal of any cause which he es- 
poused. He was, however, a sublimated 
type of German doctrinaire, and had the 
gomewhat unhappy faculty of doing the 
right thing at the wrong time or in the 
wrong way. A very remarkable portrait 
of him, taken while he was a student 
and lately reproduced in McClure’s Mag- 
azine, explains the man better than any 
words ‘can do, and therefore we give it 
here. Mr. Schurz was essentially a 
critic. He was happiest in pointing out 
defects and in bestowing censure upon 
men and things as he found them. Dur- 
ing the Civil War, President Lincoln 
commissioned him as Brigadier-General 
and later as Major-General. He served 
throughout the war; but could not at 
first confine himself to discharging the’ 
duties of a soldier. It made him un- 
happy to refiect upon the mistakes of 
the Government. He felt himself called 
upon to advise the President from time 
to time. and his advice was tinctured 
with a strong infusion of fault-finding. 
After a while Mr. Lincoln grew a trifle 
weary of this superior wisdom, and 
wrote to Gen. Schurz a letter which Is 
a gem of its ktnd—brief, courteous and 
very much to the point, with that sort 
of downright hard sense and ruthless 
reason which admit of no answer. It 
has been often printed, but we give it 
once again, since a masterpiece never 
etales by repetition. After receiving It, 
Gen, Schurz abandoned his function of 
universal critic and attended more 
strictiy to his duties in the field. 
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Executive Mansion, Washington, 
November 24, 1862.

In 
high numbers the extraction of the 
Square root is an affair of time and 
trouble, and after all the necessary

Sary trouble may be saved if the fol- 
lowing instructions are remembered: 
Every square number ends with one 
of the figures 1, 4, 5, 6 or 9, or with 
two ciphers preceded by one or other 
of these figures. Again, every square 
number is equally divisible by 4, or 
when divided by 4 will have a re- 
mainder of 1; thus, as shown above, 
the square of 7 is 49, which divided 
by 4 gives us a quotient 12 and 1 
over; 64 again is a square number, 
and it is exactly divisible by 4.

FUGITIVE, MAYOR 
WORKS IN TRENCH 
AS DAY LABORER

NEW YORK, July 31.—Paterson’s of- 
ficials were mercifully disposed yester- 
day toward former Mayor William H. 
Belcher, who, returning after months 
of wandering, pulled the massive bfass 
announcer on the door of the County 
Jail early yesterday and said to the 
Jail keeper: 

“You know me, Morrison: I want to 
come in.”’ 

He will be arraigned on Friday next 
to answer to six indictments for em- 
bezzlement. In the papers the amounts 
are not declared. 

Sobbing in his cell last night, Belcher 
gaid: “I did not.take $100,000 or any- 
thing like that amount. When I left 
Paterson I had exactly $300. With this 
I wert to Minnesota, and in justice to 
my wife I want to say that at no time 
has she known my whereabouts. It was 
my intention to disappear as if I was 
dead and go to some foreign country, 
but I made the fatal mistake of pro- 
crastination. 

“Tf I had had more money I would 
have gone to New York and stayed 


there. That's the best hiding place in 
the world. But a man can’t work we 
and hide too, and I had to work, I 
went West. 

“Tl dropped off in Chicago, but I re- 
mained only a week. It was exciting 
to walk around the streets and pass 
by policemen who you kne were on 
the lookout for you. I had my mustache 
shaved off and did not fear capture 
much. 

‘Then I made a fatal mistake, I 
went to Minnesota. I won't say what 
towns I visited except that 8t. Psul 
was one, but I had $200 left, and I lin- 
gered around looking for something to 
do. I lost my wallet one night in the

“ "We can give you a job digging,’ said 
the man to whom I applied. I sempes 
at it. That morning I took my 
in a trench with a pick and Ra BE gms 
for three horrible weeks J stayed there. 
I received $1.25 a day. geo they mo 
me assistant foreman, pay 
ralsed to $2.50 a day and "things leoxed 
brighter. 

“Il stayed there until last January, 
working ali the winter in the snow and 
rain until rheumatism seized me. I man- 
aged to save $150, and with it I went to 
London, Canada. I worked at anything 
1 could get, but my lamé knee was 
against me and I could not hold any po- 
sition very long. At one time I sold 
newspapers. But I always kept enough 
money saved so that I could get back 
East if I wanted to. 

“It wasn't until June came that I 
made up my mind to return. My knee 
was getting worse and worse .and I 
could hardly hobble around. I could not 
pay for proper medical treatment and so 

ade up my mind to come back. 

“T landed in New York on July 20 and 
the next day I wrote Prosecutor Em- 
ley. I tolg him I was ready to surren- 
der and that I would return of my own 
volition.”’ 

“Will you plead guilty when ar- 
raigned on Friday?’ he was asked. 

“What are the specific charges?’ was 
the reply. “Is it theft, or what is it?” 

“Embezzlement and forgery,” he was 
told. 

“Forgery?’’ exclaimed Belcher. “s 
never comnitted. forgery. That is a lie. 
I’il not plead guilty to that.’’ 

“It was said that your over-confidence 
in friends was primarily the cause of 
the trouble,’’ it was suggested.

Water L. MacKenzie, a prominent lum- 
ber dealer of Nashville, was arrested 
here, accused of attacking Mrs. Annie 
Tydeman of Chattanooga, who is the wife 
of McKenzie's personal friend. 

The allegation of the police that Mac- 
Kenzie acted in behalf of Tydeman, 
who is separated from his wife, in an ef- 
fort to injure her reputation, and the 
fact that a negro had been hunted for 
the crime has added fuel to the al- 
ready bitter election campaign, which 
has deveioped into a race war. 

The attack upon Mrs. Tydeman and 


the subsequent hunt for a negro as her 
assailant by lynching parties sworn to 
kill him, were made during one of the 
most héated campaigns in Chattanooga, 
in-which the whites and blacks are 
pitted against each other and which 
ends in an election on Aug. 2. 

The campaign fight baran in the lynch- 
ing of a negro a short time ago for an

attack on a white girl. The negroes 
banded to defeat the re-election of J. 
F. Shipp, the Democratic candidate for 
Sheriff, who surrendered the negro to 
;the mob. Incidentally, Shipp must an- 
Swer to the United States Supreme 
Court for not protecting his prisoner. 

Mackenzie practically stands accused 
of attempting a crime like that. for 
which the negro died. He also is 
charged with criminal libel, on the 
strength of letters bearing his signature 
and addressed to his alleged victim, An- 
nie Tydeman. 

Mrs, Tydeman is the head of the mil- 





linery department of Miller Bros. & 
Co. of Chattanooga. She has been sepa- 
rated from her husband because of his 
cruelty, it is xleged, and Tydeman, who 
is now in New York. is declared to 
have made many threats against his 
wife in order to obtain possession of 
their three children, whom she refuses 
to give up. 

The woman was attacked in Highland 
Park. a suburb of Chattanooga, three 
night« ago while on her way home. She 
was hit on the head with a bPfunt instru- 
ment and was stil] in the grasp of her 
assailant when her screams attracted 
the attention of mer passing by. 

Victim's Condition Critical. 


Her assailant fied and the woman was 
carried to her home, where she still is 
under. the care of a physician and tn a 
critical condition. She knows nothing 
yet concerning the proceedings against 
MacKenzie.

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In a very cogent, if somewhat be- 
lated, treatise on the training of base- 
ball players, Charles F. Green, who 
handled the Boston Americans fast 
year, says that men of the profession 
have little if any but the very crudest 
ideas of physical training. He adds 
that he feels quite certain that good 
training, care, supervision of meals, 
practice in sliding, starting, etc., would 
increase the effective playing power 
of any team 20 per cert. 

Seven 
years ago I called attention to the 
saine thing. Baseball players aré over- 
fed, Over-pampered, over-coddled and 
underworked. Green speaks plainly to 
the players and will be dubbed a 
krocker. He tells them that they are 
guilty of gluttony at the cost. of their 
emplovers. but are niggards and misers 
when feeding at their own expense. He 
points out that. when allowed $3 a day 
for meals on train they expend one- 
third of that amount by visiting the 
high-priced dining car.
